Extra $7,500 for Exposition 
Mills School Cut Out of 
Sheet — Money Is Taken 


From Sewer Work. 


With the addition of about $20,000 
for the use of the high schools of the 
city and the cutting of about $38,000 
from the different items for general 
improvements in the various wards of 
the city the finance committee was able 
to reach a firial agreement on a second 
apportionment sheet for June at an 
all-day meeting held yesterday. The 
meeting was attended by six of the 
members of the committee during the 
morning and by five in the afternoon. 
During the morning session those pres- 
ent were: Councilman Farlinger, Alder- 
man Seawright, Councilman William- 
son, Councilman W. H. Johnson and 
Alderman Spratt and Alderman Mc- 
Donald. At the afternoon meeting the 
only one absent was Alderman Mc- 


Donald. 

From the very beginning of the 
meeting it was evident that the com- 
mittee was prepared to make sweeping 
cuts in all ward improvements in the 

As expressed by Councilman Far- 
linger some day or two ago and again 
Wednesday, “the committee must cut 
down expenses wherever they can. That 
is the only course left.” His attitude 
was backed by the entire body during 
its deliberations. Alderman Seawright 
was particularly outspoken in this re- 


spect. 
Seawright’s Position. 

“tr am in favor of cutting out all 
money in the sheet that provides for 
improvements where the work has not 
actually started. If it has been begun 
then it should be finished,” he said. 

Graham West, chief clerk in the of- 
fice of the city comptroller, and secre- 
tary of the committee, was formally in- 
structed by the vote of the entire body 
to make out the sheet as agreed on 
and have it ready for council at the 
next meeting. 

Every man present at the end of the 
session declared that he would sign 
this second sheet. It was the expressed 
opinion of one of two members that 
the committee had done its best for 
the good of the city and in an effort 
to make a sheet that would conform 
to all the requirements of the June 
sheet and if council refused to accept 
it when presented they “could make 
their own for the committee is tired of 
fooling with the matter.” 

Most of the money added Wednesday 
was for the Girls’ High school and 
kindred institutions. For the Girls’ High 
school annex the sum of $7,500 was 
provided. This, it was decided, was 
absolutely necessary, according to the 
report of the board of education. L. 
M. Landrum, superintendent of schools, 
was asked how the board regarded the 
importance of the Girls’ High school, 
and his reply was that they +r it 
ahead of everything else at this time 

For seven additional teachers in the 
Girls’ High school the sum of $2,240 
was provided. For equipping seven 
rooms in the school the committee pro- 
vided $1,330. For the general science 
department of the same school the sum 
of $5600 was set aside. 

Appropriation Necessary. 

Superintendent Landrum declared 
that if the Girls’ High school was not 
provided for this year by the city the 
board would be compelled to send a 
number of applicants back to their 
homes because of their inability to pro- 
vide seats. 

Three teachers for the Tech High 
school were provided at a cost of 
$1,350. Equipping five rooms at the 
same school was provided in the sum 
of $960. Enlarging the forge room in 
the iyistitution was arranged for at 
a cost of $400. Laboratory equipment 
for the @chool was provided at a cost 
of $500. Two teachers for the Com- 
mercial High school were provided by 
the committee at a cost of $900. One 
teacher for the Boys, High school was 
agreed on at a cost of $450. The equip- 
ment for one room in the Boys’ High 
school was provided at a cost of $190. 

These additional sums for the high 
schools of the city were voted on fa- 
vorably by all oMthe committee with 
the exception of Councilman W. 
Johnson, who declared that he was 
against the education in the high 
schools and wanted more money set 
aside for the education of the children 
in the grammar schools of the city. 

Superintendent Landrum told the 
board that with the sums provided for 
the different schools he felt that all 
children of the city, both in the high 
and grammar schools, can be accom- 
modated this year. 

The sum of $5,000 for the Milton Ave- 
nue school, provided in the first sheet; 

5,892 for the Lucile Avenue school also 
in the first sheet and an extra sum of 
$7,500 for the Exposition Mills school,

JOINT COMMISSION 
ON MEXIC PROBLEM 


May Be Proposed to Car- 
ranza by Wilson—Commis- 
sion Would Consider the 
Whole Subject of Ameri- 
can-Mexican Relations. 


Washington, June 7.—A proposal to 
General Carranza that the United 
States and the Mexican de facto gov- 
ernment submit the whole subject of 
their relations to an international com- 
mission is being seriously considered 
by the administration. 

Such a proposal, if it is made, will 
eerve as a reply to the Mexican note 
demanding withdrawal of the American 
troops, and may contemplate adjust- 
ment of many unsettled differences 
that for’ years have caused accumulat- 
ing embarrassment in the relations of 
the two countries. Settlément by a 
commission is provided for expressly 
by the treaty of 1848, which provides 
further that “should such a course be 
proposed by either party, it shall be 
acceded to by the other unless deemed 
by it altogether incompatible with the 
nature of the difference, or the cir- 
cumstances of the case.” “a 

Wilson Haan’t Reached Decision. 

President Wilson and Genéral Car- 


range would appoint. an equal num-j} 
T ber of commissioners under the plan, 


and the meeting probably would be 
held somewhere outside the territory 
of both countries. There was no in- 
dication tonight that the president, 
with whom rests the final decision as 
to whether the proposal shall be made 
had yet reached a decision or that the 
reply would go forward within the next 
few days. 

Just what scope would be given the 
commissioners has not been worked 
out. In view of the fact that the Mex- 
ican note demands withdrawal of the 
troops as evidence of good faith, it is 
possible that this question would have 
to be considered, although prior to the 
meeting of the commission no step to- 
ward withdrawal probably would . be 
taken. 

Many officials believe such a discus- 
sion of all disputed matter would do 
much to solve the difficulties each has 
encountered in getting a clear view of 
the purposes of the other and in mak- 
ing its own position clear. In addi- 
tion to military questions, there are 
far-reaching economic considerations, 
now greatly complicated by the Euro- 
pean war. 

Coming down from by-gone_ years 
are unsettled questions as to certain 
portions of the international boundary. 
Out of the Vera Cruz incident arose 
new problems which must be cleared 
up sooner or later, including disposition 
of the customs revenues collected by 
General Funston, amounting to more 
than $1,000,000, and now deposited in 
this country. There are also claims 
for property damage at Vera Cruz, 
long pigeon-holed in the navy depart- 
ment. 

Indemnity for American Lives. 

Most far-reaching of all, however, is 

the question of indemnification for 
American lives lost and American prop- 
erty destroyed or damaged during the 
years of revolution in Mexico. No at- 
tempt ever has beeg made to set an 
estimate upon the amount involved in 
these claims; but all are recorded at 
the state department awaiting resto- 
ration of order and peace in Mexico for 
a day of settlement. 
While the commission suggestion 
may not propose to go into a broad 
discussion of al] these matters, it seems 
likely that each will have its bearing 
upon the deliberations. For this rea- 
son it is thought the membership of 
the American commission would be so 
chosen that the military, commercial 
and financial interests of the nation 
would all be represented. 

Out of such a deliberation, which it 
is believed General Carranza would 
welcome, officials believe there might 
come so definite an understanding as 
to the purposes of the Washington gov- 
ernment that it would have its effect 
not only in Mexico, but also in all 
Latin-America and make toward a fur- 
therance of the neighborly relations 
between the nations of the western 
hemisphere.

RUSSIA’S GREAT DRIVE 
CONTINUES TO CRUMPLE 
AUSTRO-GERMAN FORCES 


Many Fortified Positions 
Taken and Over 40,000 
Prisoners Captured — Des- 
perate Fighting Between 
British and Germans on 
the Ypres Front—Italians 
Have Stopped the Austrian 
Advance. 


London, June 7.—Fort Vaux, lying 
some five miles northeast of Verdun, 
which for weeks past the French had 
been stubbornly defending against ter- 
rific onslaughts by the Germans, has at 
last fallen into the hands ofthe Teu- 
tons, according’to Berlin. The men-who 
defended the fortress to the last sur- 
renderéd_to the Germans, who also cap-. 
tured a large number of guns, machine 

Paris, however, seys the fort-was still 
in French hands early Wednesday 
morning, but that since then it had been 
impossible to communicate with the 
fort owing to the violence of the bom- 
bardment. 

Gains of considerable proportions by 
the Russians over the Teutonic allies, 
by the Turks over the Russians and 
by the Germans over the British are re- 
corded in the latest official communica- 
tions from Petrograd, Constantinople 
and London. In.the region of Verdun 
violent artillery combats are in prog- 
ress, while on the Austro-Italian line 
the Italians continue to hold the Aus- 
trians from further advances. 


RUSSIANS DRIVE 
MAKES PROGRESS. 


In the fighting from the Pripet 
marshes to the Rumanian frontier the 
Russjans in their big offensive move- 
ment have dislodged the Teutonic allies 
from fortified positions and brought 
their aggregate of men captured up to 
about 41,000. They have also taken 77 
guns, 184 machine guns and 49 bomb 
throwers. Among the men made pris- 
oner are 900 officers. 

Constantinople asserts thatin Asia 
Minor, in the Kope mountain district, 
the Russians have been driven eight 
kilometres eastward from positions ex- 
tending over ‘fourteen kilometres, suf- 
fering losses of more than a thousand 
men killed or wounded. The fighting in 


SHIPPEN’S CHARGES 
FALSE, SAYS BROWN 


Ellijay Man Covets Position 
of Umpire on Board of Ar- 
bitration, He Tells Con- 
stitution.

In a statement to The Constitution, 
J. J. Brown, umpire on the board of 
arbitration between the Tennessee Cop- 
per company and the state of Georgia, 
charges William H. Shippen, of Ellijay, 
who is leader in an effort to have the 
arbitration board reorganized by Gov- 
ernor Nat E. Harris, with coveting the 
position of umpire himself; and he 
amplified the charges by branding Mr.

Have Shown No Partiality. 

Governor Harris was shown Mr. 
Brown's statement last night, but de- 
clined to discuss the merits of the 
Ducktown embroglio. 

“I have been handling the question as 
I have thought best ror ali interests 
concerned,” said the governor. “l have 
no interest in it on either side, except 
to do what I think right, and to show 
no partiality. I have noi yet received 
the documents which Mr. Brown says 
he has furnished me, and until I do 
receive and shall have had time to go 
over them 1 don’t want to discuss tne 
matter. I shall have a statement to 
make, though, witnin a very short time 
—just as soon as 1 can get to the matter 
and get at the facts.’

FIERCE FIGHTING 
ON YPRES FRONT. 


The Germans and the British are still 
fighting desperately in the vicinity of 
Ypres, both sides using their artillery 
in heavy bombardments and their in- 
fantry in occasional attacks. In an 
infantry attack against the ruined vil- 
lage of Hooge, east of Ypres, the Ger- 
mans captured the British front-line 
trenches running through the village, 
but all their attacks elsewhere failed. 

Around Verdun, in the region of Hill 
304 and on the right bank of the Meuse 
from Damloup to Douaumont, the bom- 
bardments continue intense. 

The Austrians again have essayed 
violent attacks against the Italians in 
the Upper Arsa valley and northeast of 
Asiago, but everywhere were repulsed. 
In the latter sector the Italians drove 
back the Austrians in a hand-to-hand 
conflict to the bottom of the Campo- 
mulo valley. 


GERMANS CLAIM 
VAUX HAS FALLEN. 


Berlin, June 7.—(Via London.)—Fort 
Vaux, one of the Verdun defenses, has 
been captured by the ,German troops, 
according to the official statement is- 
sued from headquarters today. What 
remained of the French garrison finally 
surrendered, and an attempt to relieve 
the fort Tuesday resulted in the cap- 
ture by the Germans of 700 unwounded 
prisoners.

IN CHIRUARUA CITY 


U. S. Consulate Attackec 
and Foreign Club Stoned. 
Outbreak Was Put Down 
by the Mexican Troops. 


Chihuahua City, Mexico, June 7.—An 
anti-American riot, incited by a mass 
meeting to protest against the con- 
tinued presence of American troops in 
Mexican territory, was put down here 
tonight by the military after a demon- 
stration had been made against the 
American consulate and stones hurled 
at the Foreign club in the belief that it 
was an American Institution. 

The meeting as a protest against 
prospective American intervention, as 
well as against the presence of the 
punitive force, was called for the Cen- 
tennial theater. The theater proved too 
small to contain the crowd and an 
overflow meeting was held in the Ala- 
meda, near the American consulate. 
There various orators made speeches 
of protest. The crowd snatched the 
consulate signs, which were later re- 
covered by the police. 

After the trouble began General 
Lopez arrived with troops and placed 
a strong guard around the consulate. 
The mob then threw stones at the 
Foreign club, breaking some of the 
window panes. The military dispersed 
the crowd and placed a heavy guard 
around the club. 

The few Americans who remained in 
Chihuahua were not molested and no 
private houses were attacked. The 
demonstration was aimed, it was as- 
serted, not so much against American 
individuals as against the American 
government’s policy of retaining troops 
in Mexico without, as the rioters be- 
lieve, any apparent reason. 


Police to Challenge 
Persons on Streets 
After 2. O’Clock 


After 2 o’clock in the morning, ped- 
estrians on the streets of Atlanta will 
be challenged by police on every beat 
and forced to give an accounting of 
their presence, according to orders is- 
sued to the morning watch by Captain 
L. S. Dobbs, at midnight Wednesday. 

‘We will be no respectors of per- 
sons,” stated Captain Dobbs. “Every 
person found on the streets at that 
hour or after will have to explain to 
the police, or else spend the night in 
the barracks.” 

The order comes as the result of two 
burglaries which occurred after mid- 
night Wednesday. A store at the cor- 
ner of Marietta and Forsyth streets 
was entered by the aid of a “jimm*¢” 
and $35 stolen from the cash register. 
At No. 34% Peachtree street, the same 
job was done, the thief securing $34 
from the drawer. 

The order is intended to clear the 
streets during the early morning hours 
of all loiterers and suspicious charac- 
ters, and no discrimination will be 
made. If one is on the street at that 
time, he must account for his late 
hours, or else be taken to the bar-

“WE WILL NAME HIM,” 
CRIED THE DELEGATES 


As They Marched About 
the Hall Waving Banners. 
Women Were as Wild as 
Men in Demonstrating for 
the Colonel—Outbreak Be- 
gan When ‘Temporary 
Chairman Styled Roosevelt 
“World’s Foremost Citi- 
zen.” 


Chicago, June 7.—The progressive 
national convention .opened in the Au- 
ditorium today with A’ record breaking 
demonstration for Colonel Roosevelt. 

For one hour and thirty-three minutes 
delegates and spectators roared, jump- 
ed, cheered and applauded. They sang 
the progressive battle hymns, paraded 
the aisles and over the stage, and howl- 


The demonstration exceeded the pre- 
vious record’ breaker for such affairs 
of one hour and twenty-nine minutes, 
established in the democratic conven- 
tion in Denver in 1908 in behalf of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, which had ex- 
ceeded by four minutes the record made 
in the 1912 republican convention in 
Chicago, when Colonel Roosevelt’s sup- 
porters sought his nomination over 
William H. Taft. 

Nothing Less Than Paroxysm.,. 

Raymond Robins, temporary chair- 
man of the convention, had spoken just 
three sentences of his Keynote speech 
when he mentioned Colonel Roosevelt's 
name. A wave of enthusiasm that 
amounted to nothing less than a 
paroxysm resulted. ‘The foremost cit- 
izen of the world” was the characteri- 
zation Robins used in connection with 
his mention of the colonel’s name. 

The response was instantaneous. “We 
want Teddy,” roared the delegates, and 
the demonstration was on. With um- 
brellas raised, they began marching 
about the hall. They flowed up on the 
stage and wrung Victor Murdock’s hand 
as they filed by until the stalwart Kan- 
san’s collar was wilted. Hamilton Fish, 
Jr., and another man seized a delegate 
bearing an American flag and carried 
him around the hall on their shoulders. 
Banners were torn from their places 
and stanchions were lifted from the 
floor as the shouting host tramped 
around. 

Chairman Robins madc several at- 
tempts to quell the demonstration, but 
after a few raps of the gavel gave it 
up. The band chimed in with the pro- 
gressive battle hymns, and soon the 
surging crowd was tramping the aisles 
to the strains of “Onward, Christian 
Soldiers.” 

Teddy Legends on Banners. 

The demonstration spread into the 
balcony. Banners were waved bearing 
these inscriptions:

the Justice on the Real 
Issues of the Day. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 7.—While 
Colonel Roosevelt refrains from mak- 
ing any public statement officially dis- 
closing his real attitude toward the, 
political situation in Chicago, it is well 
known to his intimates here that he is 
opposed to the nomination of Justice 
Hughes and it is their confident belief 
that if Justice Hughes is nominated 
Colonel Roosevelt will himself become 
a candidate. 

Colonel Roosevelt, it is well under- 
stood, is not satisfied with Justice 
Hughes’ so-called “flag speech,” which 
he is said to regard as merely a Fourth | 
of July address, not disclosing the jus- 
tice’s attitude toward the real issues 
of the day. 

In the words of his followers here, the 
colonel regards the speech as further 
“evidence of pussy-footing,” to which 
attitude he is opposed in the present 
crisis in the country’s affairs. 

Colonel Roosevelt, it is known, feels 
better today in regard to his own 
chances toward being nominated than 
at any other time. His followers look 
for a broadside from him within a day 
or two which they say will be calcu- 
lated to eliminate Justice Hughes and 
any other candidate whom the colonel 
regards as representing the “pussy- 
foot idea.’”’

TAKEN BY GERMANS.

“Fights around the slopes on both 
sides of the works and on the high 
ridges southwest of the village of Dam- 
loup were successfully carried out. 

“During the past few days the enemy 
made desperate efforts to ward off the 
loss of the fort and the adjoining posi- 
tions. All his counter attacks have fail- 
ed, with severe losses. 

“Besides the Paderborn troops, others 
which especially distinguished them- 
selves in the fighting are the West- 
phalians, the Lippe and the East Prus- 
sian troops. ‘The kaiser has conferred 
the order Bour le Merite on Lieutenant 
Ranckot. 

“In the eastern and Balkan theaters 
the position with regard to the Ger- 
mans is unchanged. 

“Western war theater: With a view 
to an extension of the success achieved 
in June on the heights southwest of 
Ypres, the Silesian and Wurttemberg 
troops yesterday attacked the English 
positions near Hooge. The remainder 
of the village which had been so long 
held by the enemy, a8 well as the ad- 
joining trenches westward and south- 
ward, was taken. 

“The whole territory southeast and 
east of Ypres over a distance of more 
than three kilometres is thereby in our 
possession. The English suffered san- 
guinary losses, and only a small num- 
ber of prisoners could be made.” 


FRENCH DOUBT 
FALL OF VAUX. 


Paris, June 7.—The repulse of a pow- 
erful German attack on Fort Vaux, on 
the Verdun line, with heavy losses to 
the attackers, is announced in an offi- 
cial statement issued by the war of- 
fice today. Violent bombardment of 
the fort ig still being carried on by 
the Germans, 

The attack on Fort Vaux started at 
8 o'clock last night, and was promptly 
checked by the fire of the French ma- 
chine guns. It ig announced that the 
Germans retreated in disorder, aban- 
doning many dead. At Hill 304 an ar- 
tillery duel is in progress and also at 
the Caurettes wood. Two German pa- 
trols which tried to cross the River 
Aisne, west of Soissons, were dispersed. 

The statement follows: 

West of Soissons two German pa- 
trols which were endeavoring to cross 
the River Aisne, were dispersed at a 
point near Fontenoy. The fire of our 
artillery destroyed several observato- 
ries of the enemy east of Nouvrons. 

“In the Argonne district, at La Fille 
Mort, we caused the explosion with 
success of three mines. 

‘On the left bank of the River Meuse 
there has been artillery ftighting in the 
sector of Hill 304 and in the sector of 
the Caurettes wood. 

“On the right bank of the river a 
strong German attack yesterday even- 
ing at about 8 o’clock upon Fort Vaux 
was broken by the fire of our ma- 
chine guns. The enemy was driven 
back in disorder, leaving numerous 
dead on the field of battle. The Ger- 
man artillery responded with energy 
and the bombardment of Fort Vaux and 
the region immediately surrounding it 
continues. 

‘In the Vosges there has been an in- 
tense bombardment of our first line po- 
sitions at Hartmanns-Weilerkopf.” 


The official communication issued to- 
night by the war office reads: 

‘On the left bank of the Meuse there 
has been great artillery activity in the

bombardment continued’ against our 
first and second lines from the region 
of Douaumont to Damloup.

BRITISH TRENCHES 


London, June 8.—The British trenches

sides east of Ypres. In the rege yes- 
terday the enemy succeeded in Gaptur- 
ing our front line trenches running 
through the ruins of the village of 
Hooge. 

“Attacks made against other por- 
tions of our line failed. A further small 
infantry attack delivered early this 
morning against our trenches west of 
Hooge was repulsed. 

‘Durin the night our Australian 
troops entered German trenches east of 
the Bois Grenier, inflicting loss and 
bringing back prisoners. Our troops 
,also carried out a successful raid east 
of Cuinchy. 

‘Hostile artillery and trench mortars 
were active today against our trenches 
| around Ovillers, Hamel, Souchez, Loos 
‘and Neuve Chappelle. Our artillery 
| shelled enemy batteries about Lievin, 
‘east of Souchez and about Loos. There 
has been some mining activit « the 
enemy northeast of Neuville-St. Vaast 
and Givenchy.” 


GREAT RUSS DRIVE 
|CRUMPLES TEUTONS. 


i Petrograd, June 7.—(Via London.)— 
‘In their new offensive movement, the 
Russians have captured more than 40,- 
000 men, it was announced Officially to- 


day. 

The statement says that on the line 
between the Pripet and the Rumanian 
'frontier, over which the campaign is 
‘being fought, the Russians thus far 
|have taken 900 officers, 40,000 men, 77 
(guns, 134 machine guns and 49 bomb 
throwers. 

The text of the official statement fol- 
lows: 

“The success of our troops in Vol- 
hynia, Galicia and Bukowina are de- 
veloping. The total number of pris- 
oners and trophies captured in the 
fighting which resulted in the enemy 
being dislodged from his powerfully 
fortified positions, continues to in- 
crease. 

‘Since the beginning of the recent 
actions until noon Tuesday General 
Brussiloff’s armies have captured 900 
officers, more than 40,000 rank and file, 
77 guns, 134 machine guns and 40 trench 
mortars and in addition searchlights, 
telephones, field kitchens, a large quan- 
tity of arms and war material and 
great reserves of ammunition. 

“A number of ‘batteries were cap- 
tured intact by our infantry with all 
their guns and Iimbers. In the recent 
fighting the enemy had actual proof 
of the increase in ottir war material. 
The actions have strengthened our con- 
fidence that as this material develops, 
the enemy’s fortified lines will be more 
effectively destroyed. 

‘The valor and dash of our troops 
were proved by the results achieved 
in only three days’ fighting. His majes- 
ty’s supreme commander at 10 o’clock 
last night telegraphed from headquar- 
ters the following dispatch congratu- 
lating the troops of General Brussiloff 
on the success attained: 

“ ‘Transmit to my well-beloved 
troops on the front under your com- 
mand the news that I am following 
with satisfaction their brave deeds and 
that I appreciate ‘their bravery. Ex- 
press to them my gratitude. May the 
good God assist us in driving our ene- 
mies from our territories. I am con- 
vinced that all will hold firmly to- 
gether and fight until the glorious end 
for Russian arms. NICHOLAS.’

AUSTRIANS CHECKED 
ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


Rome, June 7.—(Via London.)— 
Checks for the Austrians all aiong the 
line of the attack in the southern 
Tyrol are reported today by ine war 
office. The important Congt Zugna po- 
sition, in the Adigo valley, is still firm- 
ly held, while near Campo Mulo, north- 
east of Asiago, an Italian counter at- 
tack was notably successful. 

The statement follows: 

“The enemy on Monday evening re- 
peated his violent attacks, supported by 
intense artillery fire, against our posi- 
tions in the upper Valley of the Arsa, 
on Monte Spiri and along the Campo 
Mulo valley, northeast of Asiago. He 
was everywhere repulsed, with heavy 
losses. On the heights east of the 
Campo Mulo we vigorously counter at- 
tacked the enemy infantry, pursuing 
them with the bayonet to the bottom 
of ae bly 

“Yesterday, along the whol 
from the Adige to the Brenta, eoblitene 
actions occurred.

DEFEAT FOR RUSSIANS 
REPORTED BY TURKS. 


Constantinople, June 7.—(Vta Lon- 
don.)—-A defeat for the Russians at- 
tempting to advance on KBagdad is re- 
ported by the Turkish war office to- 
day. Near Khanikin, about 385 miles 
northeast of Bagdad, on May zl, says 
the statement, the Russians were out- 
maneuvered by the Turks and their en- 
veloping columns dispersed and put to 
flight. The statement follows: 

‘‘Mesopotamian front: Russian forces, 
on the night of May 21 advanced in 
the direction of Kasr-i-Shirin and Kha- 
nikin and in three columns _§ at- 
tacked our advanced detachments near 
Khanikin while their troops tried to 
wet around our detachments on the 
right and left wings. They were, how- 
ever, attacked by our reserves in the 
flank and rear. The troops on the 
wings of two other enemy enveloping 
columns were put to disorderly flight 
and pursued for some time by our 
troops. The enemy’s losses are esti- 
mated at 800, including 100 dead. 

“Caucasus front: The situation on 
the right wing is unchanged. The en- 
emy, with two regiments, attacked a 
hill occupied by our far advanced 
guard two. and a half milometres north 
of Bashekevk. The attack was repulsed 
with enemy losses. 

“In the center our troops continued 
their successful offensive and pushed 
forward to within eight kilometres 
west of AskKkKale. This offensive has 
been extended against the positions of 
the enemy’s right wing on the eastern 
slope of Kope mountain. Here we 
drove the enemy from positions ex- 
tending fourteen kilometres and chased 
him eight kilometres further east, in- 
flicting losses of over a thousand men, 
killed or wounded, and taking 67 pris- 
oners. 

“After some days of stubborn fight- 
ing we occupied dominating positions 
on the enemy's left wing along the 
Mhiran range, from which our Kope 
mountain positions could have been ef- 
fectively swept. We captured two 
mountain quick-firers and a quantity 
of material. 

“Thus in the center on a front of 
over fifty kilometres, our offensive 
continues favorably, despite the in- 
clement weather.”

A rule directing the national commit- 
tee to accept without question the 
election certificates of state officials 
where legalized primaries for the elec- 
tion of delegates have been held for use 
in making up the temporary roll of the 
convention. 

A rule that in states where the law 
requires the election of delegates-at- 
large instead of by districts, the nation- 
al committe shall accept without ques- 
tion the names as certified by the state 
officials. 

A rule that republicans shall not be 
required to participate in primaries in 
southern states where the party has no 
representation on the boards of elec- 
tion. 

A rule declaring that national com- 
mitteemen must be elected by the na- 
tional convention of the party after 
having been nominated by the state 
delegation even where state laws pro- 
vide for their election by primary elec- 
tion or state convention. 

A rule that there shall be no time 
limit on nominating speeches for can- 
didates for president and vice presi- 
dent.

Chairman Hilles left the chair tem- 

porarily and many of the leaders took 
the opportunity to confer while Sena- 
tor Harding was speaking. 
_ Applause punctuated Senator Hard- 
ing’s speech from time to time. There 
were cheers when he declared. the 
country was calling for republican ad- 
ministration, and when he asked all to 
forget the inharmonious convention 
four years ago. His reference to the 
need of preparedness for national de- 
fense was greeted with a roar of ap- 
plause. 

Much applause greeted his declara- 
tion that “this is not the time for re- 
crimination; it is a day of reconsecra- 
tion.” , 

“I Know the republican party to be 
Zenuinely progressive as well as ef- 
fective,” he declared. 

When he reached a mention of Abra- 
ham Lincoln there was another brief 
demonstration. 

As Senator Harding spoke he seldom 
referred to his prepared address. His 
full voice carried to the farthest ends 
of the Coliseum. 

At one time the hum of talk grew 
loud. Mr. Hilles rapped for order and 
quiet prevailed again. 

Taking up national defense Senator 
Harding brought applause when he de- 
clared that there “is a call today for 
prudent, patriotic and ample individua 
defense.” There was a shout and long 
hand clapping when the speaker said 
the republicans ‘‘believe sincerely and 
soberly in adequate national defense.”’ 

“We ought to have a navy that fears 
none in the world,” said he. This 
brought out the most enthusiastic ap- 
plause so far. 

There was another demonstration 
when he declared that republican 
policies promised all the means for 
the expense of adequate defense. There 
was laughter when he referred to 
President Wilson’s speaking trip for 
preparedness and declared the presi- 
dent might better have devoted his 
efforts to the democratic majority in 
congress. 

He said the republican minority in 
the senate put the “real thing’ in the 
army bill. 

“We love peace and justice, and we 
intend to have them,” said he, “and 
we are not ‘too proud to fight’ for 
them.” 

The reference to President Wilson’s 
celebrated remark brought applause 
and jeers. 

All through Senator Harding’s ref- 
erence to the tariff he drew applause. 

There was more applause when he 
said the war munitions traffic had 
produced a prosperity at the cost of 
human lives. 

“The gold sluice from the river of 
blood,” he declared. 

When Senator Harding had been 
speaking just thirty minutes he was 
exactly half through his speech. 

Loud laughter and jeers greeted his 
reference.to the “changing position of 
the democratic party manifested from 
Baltimore to Vera Cruz.”’ 

“Failure,” said he, “has greeted 
every part of the tariff revision and 
fear is haunting the white house slum- 
bers today.” 

As the speaker went down through 
a long list of indictments of tack of 
achievement of the democratic party 
the convention voiced its approval. 


Lauds German and Irish. 

There was applause when Senator 
Harding referred to the part German 
immigrants had taken in founding and 
preserving the nation. More applause 
greeted a similar reference to Ireland. 
His mention of England and France 
passed by without demonstration. 

His condemnation of “a few zealots 
of any nation who violate our neu- 
trality” brought prolonged applause. 

The speech came «o a close with a 
peroration on Americanism which fre- 
quently was applauded. 

A demand for “the protection of 
American rights under every sky’” was 
roundly applauded. “There is no geo- 
graphic modification of American 
rights,” said Senator Harding. 

Senator Harding touched on the 
Mexican situation extendedly, to the 
apparent approval of the convention 
as he scored the democratic adminis- 
tration policy step by step. There was 
a wave of laughter as he declared the 
administration had_ “first coddled 
Villa as a patriot and then chased him 
as a bandit.’’ 

“History will write ‘Mexico’ as the 
title to the greatest fiasco in the his- 
sory of our foreign relations,” said he. 

In his preparation Mr. Harding de- 
clared, “Americanism Fegins at home 
and radiates abroad.” 

The delegates arose and cheered for 
a few seconds; The recommendations 
for temporary officers then were read.

I'he Progressive Platform 
Will Declare--Nation Must 
Be Ready in Arms, Spirit 
and Industry—Suffrage for 
Woman. 


Chicago, June 7.—National prepared- 
ness, “in spirit, arms and industry,” is 
the dominant theme of the progressive 
party’s platform, of which a tentative 
draft was completed tonight by the 
resolutions committee appointed at to- 
day’s session of the convention. It 
breaks party convention platforms rec- 
ord for brevity, and consists of a broad 


statement of conditions facing and rem- 
edies needed by the nation rather than 


the usual formidable array of separate 
planks. 

As tq preparedness, the platform de- 
clares for a navy second in the world’s 


armadas, a standing army of 250,000 
men and “universal opportunity for 
military training under federal super- 
vision.” Social and economic reforms 
and “social justice,” features of the 
1912 platform, are reaffirmed; ‘full po- 
litical suffrage” is indorsed; a perma- 
nent expert tariff commission, high pro- 
tective tariff, regulation of industries, 
conservation and development of na- 
tional resources are urged. 

The platform declares that the pres- 
ent situation makes an issue of men 
rather than words, and closes with the 
declaration that the progressives “will 
meet any party who sees the nation’s 
needs and puts forward a leader fit to 
meet it.” 

Tentative Platform Draft. 

Following is the text of the tentative 
platform draft: 

This igs the year of decision for the 
nation’s future. As we now decide, 80 
we shall go forward in righteousness 
and power, or backward in degradation 
and weakness. 

Of necessity we deal now with the 
foundations of our national life. We 
are facing elemental facts of force, of 
right and wrong, of extreme national 
peril. Our present choice of path will 
be irrevocable. The tradition of isola- 
tion has been ended. The United States 
is now part of a world system of civil- 
ization. We stand or fall as we prepare 
to take our part in peace or war and 
hold our own therein. 

As members of an international com- 
munity we are subject to certain basic 
duties: 

To secure the rights of our citizens 
at home and abroad. 

To guard the honor and uphold the 
just influence of our nation. 

To maintain the integrity of interna- 
tional law. These are the cornerstones 
of civilization. We must be strong to 
defend them. 

The present war shows that it is the 
supreme duty of civilization to create 
conditions which will make peace per- 
manent. Our country must be able 
and ready to take its part in that work. 
The peace which we desire for our 
country is not the peace of submission 
and cowardice, but the peace of justice. 
War and its evils will not be done away 
with by suffering injustice to ourselves 
or others, nor by pledging ourselves to 
drastic action for international right if 
we ,do not prepare the force which 
would sustain such action. We can 
perform our rightful part in promoting 
permanent international peace only by 
a willingness and a prepared ability to 
defend our own rights and the rights of 
other nations. We earnestly desire 
to keep the peace. But there are high- 
er things that we must keep, as Wash- 
ington and Lincoln tept them for us. 


Preparation in Arms. 


Adeguate provision for the common 
defense has become the task of fore- 
most national concern. We must be 
ready in spirit, arms and industry. 
Preparation in arms requires: 

A mavy once more second in battle 
efficiency. 

A regular army of 250,000 men, fully 
armed and trained, as a first line of 
land defense. 

A system of military training ade-

A)—In our Gemocracy’ every male 
citizen is charged with the duty of de- 
fending his country.

Under mod- 
ern conditions it cannot be performed 
without military training. It is not 
necessary that this training should be 
so extensive as to interfere with the 
mee gf | pursuits of the citizen, but it 
should be systematically efficient, uni- 
versal and obligatory; proper provi- 
sion being made for other kinds of pub- 
lic service by those with honest, con- 
scientious scruples or physical disabili- 
ties. A voluntary system in effect 
gives opportunity for military training 
only to those who are well-to-do. We 
would have the son of the workman and 
the son of the rich man trained side by 
side. A universal system under the 
control of the federal government will 
provide adequately for our defense; pro- 
mote efficiency in time of peace and de- 
velop, as nothing else can, that essen- 
tial of good citizenship, the ideal of 
personal service for national ends. 

(B)—In our democracy every male 
citizen is charged with the duty of 
defending his country. This duty is 
not new. It has existed from the foun- 
dation of the government. Under mod- 
ern conditions it cannot be performed 
without military training. We should, 
therefore, give to every citizen the op- 
portunity to obtain at the expense of 
the federal overnment sufficient 
training to perform this duty with ef- 
ficiency. 

We stand for peace, not war. We 
believe in preparedness for defense, not 
for aggression. We should ps | sac- 
rifice the lives of men for the glory or 
gain of miltary conquest. We, there- 
fore, desire that the women of the 
country, who bear and rear its soldiers 
and make and keep its homes, shall 
have the full political right of suf- 
frage. 


Social Justice Is Demanded. 


Arms alone cannot maintain a nation. 
Of far greater permanent importance 
must stand a. national industry ef- 
ficient for the general welfare, a pros- 
perity justly distributed, a national life 
organized tn all points for national 
ends. Four years ago this party was 
born of a nation’s awakened sense of 
these fundamental truths. In the plat- 
form then adopted we set forth our 
position on public questions. We here 
reaffirm these declarations. They are 
made on national issues. 

A nation to survive must stand for 
the principles of social and industrial 
justice. We cannot permit the op- 
pression of any class and expect of that 
class high ideals of patriotism. We 
must protect the wage earner, develop 
country life and remove the artificial 
causes of the high cost of living. A 
country must be worth living in to be 
worth dying for. 

To make possible social justice, to 
maintain our position in peace and 
war, we must insure business and in- 
dustrial prosperity. This can be done: 

By a regulation of industry aimed at 
promoting its growth and prosperity 
and a just distribution of its returns. 

By a conservation and development 
of our national: resources, human and 
material. 

By making a new standard of gov- 
ernmental efficiency through a com- 
plete civil service system, a national 
budget and the destruction of pork 
barrel legislation. 

By the creation of a permanent ex- 
pert tariff commission. 

The protective system is essential to 
our national prosperity. Tremendous 
new pressures will be thrown upon our 
industries after the war by the highly 
mobilized production of Europe. At 
all times conditions of competition must 
be equalized between our own and for- 
eign countries. We can only get the 
protection we need through the use 
of exact and complete knowledge, un- 
affected by prejudice or politics. We 
can only secure that knowledge at all 
times and when needed through such 
a commission. 

Plain Essentials Set Forth. 


We have set forth in this platform 
the plain essentials of national exist- 
ence with which most men agree; which 
any man can propose. They are not 
new in principle. Our urgent and im- 
mediate need is for their performance. 
We have had ample experience with 
the promiser; with words and the bit- 
ter taste of words retracted. We must 
find a man who not alone by words, 
but by past deeds, gives guarantee 
that he can and will make these ideals 
good. The issue is one of men. In 
the midst of world changes unparallel- 
ed in history we cannot forecast the 
problems which will confront our gov- 
ernment during the war and at its end. 
We, therefore, need as president, a 
leader who Knows the nations, a man 
who acts. If we continue longer to 
stand for words as above deeds, for 
hopes as above facts, we shall receive 
and merit the fate that surely awaits 
the man or people who do not face the 
truth. 

We will meet and work with any 
man or party who sees the nation’s 
need and puts forward a leader fit to 
meet it. We will accept no less, in 
plan, or in the man, and we hereby 
solemnly charge upon those who place 
partisan politics above country the 
dread responsibility for a nation’s fu- 
ture, sacrificed to self interest and 
spoils. 

The platform was drawn by William 
Draper Lewis, Chester Rowell, James 
R. Garfield, Gifford Pinchot, Herbert 
Knox Smith, William Dudley Foulke 
and William Allen White. 

Mr. Lewjs was elected chairman and 
Herbert Knox Smith, secretary, at the 
organization meeting of the resolutions 
committee this afternoon. The prelim- 
inary draft was read to the full com- 
mittee and tonight the committee 
heard many delegations and individuals 
advocating insertion of special planks. 

Consideration of the platform, which 
will be presented to the convention to- 
morrow afternoon after permanent or- 
ganization is effected, was expected to 
be the principal business at tomorrow’s 
session.

DIPLOMAS ARE GIVEN 
IN GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


Unique Class Day Exercises 
. Are Held at the Oakland 
City School. 


Interesting exercises and at the same 
time a very unique entertainment was 
given at the Oakland City school Tues- 
day afternoon. The occasion was the 
class day exercises of the seventh
